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Debate begins over new clinic in Stanton

A meeting held last 
Friday night at the 
Stanton Baptist Church 
was able to shine a lit¬ 
tle light on a new clin¬ 
ic opening in Stanton. 
But not everyone at the 
meeting seemed to be 
in favor of its existence, 
even after meeting with 
the owners. 

The Renewed You 
Clinic, which is moving 
into Dr. Sam Cecil's old 
office on Washington 
Street, was the topic of 
the meeting called by 
Stanton Baptist's pas¬ 
tor, Jonathan Lewis. The 
clinic will be providing 
suboxone to people try¬ 
ing to come off narcotic 
medications, including 
oxycodone and other pain 
medications. The meet¬ 
ing, which was small in 
number due to a lack 
of notice, was called by 
Lewis to give the owners 
of the clinic a chance to 
explain their side. 

Allen Sperry and Dr. 


William “Billy” Crowe, 
along with several 
friends, were on hand to 
explain what the clin¬ 
ic was about. Sperry, a 
staff engineer for CSX 
Transportation, and Dr. 
Crowe, a urologist, are 
the owners of the clinic. 

“We are trying to make 
a difference, break ste¬ 
reotypes and educate 
people,” Crowe said. 
“What you think is com¬ 
ing to town is not coming 
to town.” 

Several local pastors, 
workers in the local drug 
rehabilitation programs, 
police officers and jail 
employees were joined 
by several of the church 
members, county and 
city officials. The consen¬ 
sus seemed to be that 
most people were con¬ 
cerned that suboxone 
was just a way of replac¬ 
ing one drug addiction 
with another drug. 

Suboxone, approved 
for use by the Food and 
Drug Administration in 
2002, is used to help get 
addicts off of pain medi¬ 


cations. The drug attach¬ 
es to the nerve receptors 
and blocks the craving or 
need for the pain medi¬ 
cations. Although it is 


not prescribed for pain, 
it can be used for those 
taking it to help alleviate 
pain if necessary while 
they are on the treat¬ 


ment. The FDA and Dr. 
Crowe both agree that 
most patients should 
be weaned off of the 
drug within two yeas. 
But Crowe did say that 
some people stay on it 
longer for fear of what 
may happen if they 
come off of it. 

The county has an 
ordinance dealing with 
narcotic pain clinics. It 
is not clear if this clinic 
would fall under that 
or even if the county 
can enforce the ordi¬ 
nance. Pain clinic are 
regulated by the state. 

“We are wanting 
to help this commu¬ 
nity because when we 
checked around Powell 
County is one of the 
worst for the drug 
problem and is an 
undeserved communi¬ 
ty,” Sperry explained. 
He also said that he 
had a board in place to 
not only assist with the 
clinic, but also to assist

School board discusses 
delay in high school's 
addition and renovation

The Powell County 
School Board was short- 
handed last Monday at 
their regular monthly 
meeting. But a quorum 
was present as board 
member Evelyn Faulkner 
was elected as the 2014 
board chairperson. Board 
member David Griffin, 
who was not present, was 
elected as the vice chair¬ 
person. 

Faulkner, Marty Burton 
and Diane Meadows were 
on hand to hear about the 
problems the construc¬ 
tion companies were hav¬ 
ing with the high school 
project. 

The addition was sched¬ 
uled to be under roof and 
the interior work well 


underway by this time. 
However, the Manila 
Design Construction 
Company notified archi¬ 
tectural firm overseeing 
the project. Their repre¬ 
sentative, John Cebert 
Gilbert, advised the board 
about the problems. 

Gilbert noted that 
the project was running 
ahead of schedule, despite 
running into some soil 
issues early on. But a 
tell company supplying 
Manila went out of busi¬ 
ness. “They had to find a 
company that could sup¬ 
ply them with the steel to 
complete this project and 
they have found one,” 
Gilbert stated. “However, 
with that problem and 
the weather, they have

Fiscal court approves rural road plan and fee office budgets

If you like two for one 
deals then last week's 
Powell County Fiscal 
Court meeting was the 
deal for you. The meet¬ 
ing was called back into 
session after rescinding 
a vote to adjourn so all 
of the county's business 
could be taken care of 
this month. The result 
was the fee offices bud¬ 
gets were approved, to go 
along with the rural sec¬ 
ondary road plan being 
accepted. 

The meeting ran 
rather smoothly as the 
court members voted 
to approve the second 
readings of the Nada 
Tunnel Project's lat¬ 
est amendment, to turn 
over nearly $3,900 to the 
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Department of Transportation District 10 Rural Secondary 
Road Director Craig Lindon explains the plan for the fiscal 
year for Powell County's rural roads. Three projects were 
presented and approved. 


Clay City Volunteer Fire 
Department from funds 
received to replace a dam¬ 
aged fire truck and they 
approved the acceptance 
of a $10,000 grant for 
the animal shelter. They 
even approved the first 
reading of the asphalt 
line item being placed 
in reserve. The county 
has about $628,000 
along with an additional 
$200,000 received from 
the state, which can be 
used later. 

All of these measures 
passed by unanimous 
votes, with Magistrate 
Eck Snowden abstaining 
from voting in the Nada 
motion due to a conflict 
of interest. 

The magistrates heard 
from the Department of 
Transportation District 
10 director of the Rural 
Secondary Road Director 


Craig Lindon. Lindon 
identified three projects 
that would need to be 
a top priority this fis¬ 
cal year. Under the rural 
secondary road plan KY 
1639, KY 1028 and KY 
615 would be resurfaced. 

To describe it more 
accurately the first proj¬ 
ect is South Fork Road 
(KY 1639) at the inter¬ 
section of KY 1057 to 
the intersection with 
Highway 11/15; the sec¬ 
ond project would run 
from the Clark-Powell 
County line on Snow 
Creek Road (KY 1028) 
to the junction with 
West Lone Oak Road 
(KY 3352); and the third 
project is on North Bend 
Road (KY 615) beginning 
at the intersection with

in helping those patients 
who are successful in the 
program. 

Those in the program 
would be seen every 7 to 
10 days and be drug test¬ 
ed. They would also be 
run though KASPER, a 
state run program to see 
if a patient is trying to 
get multiple prescriptions, 
each month. 

But there were a few 
areas of contention in the 
meeting. 

At one point as those 
with the clinic attempted 
to be heard, they were 
passed over. When one 
asked why Lewis respond¬ 
ed that he wanted to hear 
from the community. 

“I thought this was an 
open meeting,” the woman 
asked. “No, it’s my meet¬ 
ing,” Lewis responded. “So 
the only opinion you want 
to hear is your opinion,” 
she shot back. 

Crowe told the crowd 
of about 30 that subox¬ 
one occupies the receptors 
so patients have no crav¬ 
ings and no withdrawals 
as they come off the other 
narcotics. Suboxone is 
classified as a narcotic. 

“It will help people to 
function normally and 
allow people back into 
society,” Crowe said. “It 
may not stop break-ins, 
lying, cheating, stealing 
but there may be some 
people that come not for 
the right reason. That is 
why steps are in place.” 

Crowe went on to say 
that patients cannot get 
“high” on suboxone. “If 
they are on suboxone and 


they take other drugs, 
even heroin, they won’t 
get high because it blocks 
the receptors,” Crowe said. 
“But they will get deathly 
sick and realize they can’t 
do that.” He also explained 
that after reaching a cer¬ 
tain level of suboxone in 
the system, there was no 
way that a patient could 
get high on suboxone. 

That is when Powell 
County Deputy Jailer 
Scott Wells refuted the 
statement. “I work at the 
jail where we have 150 
people in there, About 
90 of them will tell you 
they can and have done 
it,” Wells said. Crowe said 
he had never met anyone 
in the five years he has 
been assisting people in 
this field, get “high” off the 
medication. 

“How many do you want 
me to bring here to show 
you,” Wells asked. 

Later as the meeting 
progressed and Crowe 
explained that there 
would be a licensed sub¬ 
stance abuse counselor 
and clinical psychologist 
on staff to assist, a ques¬ 
tion from Powell County 
Judge Executive James 
Anderson seemed to light 
a fuse. 

Anderson asked about 
the two owners busi¬ 
ness model and how they 
would be able to operate 
the clinic. Earlier Crowe 
had answered a ques¬ 
tion about the cost of the 
treatment as running at 
the low end as being $400 
per month and that the 
business was a “for profit” 
business. 

"I guess what I’m asking 
is what is your business 
model as to are you going 
to be able to make it or 


are you going to be here a 
short time and then can’t 
make it,” Anderson said. 
“I’d hate to see people 
start getting treatment 
and then you can’t stay 
open and leave them.” 

Sperry shot back, “Don’t 
worry about my business 
model. I’m taking a leap 
of faith here,” he stated. 
“Me and Billy (Crowe) are 
using our money to open 
this clinic. We didn’t have 
to go though the channels 
and open here. We could 
have went to Clay City 
where there is no zoning. 
But we didn’t, we want to 
help.” 

Crowe and Sperry both 
tried to assure the crowd 
that they were in the busi¬ 
ness for the right reason. 
They even had a testimo¬ 
ny from Donrick Blevins 
who has apparently been 
treated successfully with 
suboxone. Crowe even said 
that he would be working 
for free until the clinic 
starting making some 
money. 

Before leaving the meet¬ 
ing Stanton Police Chief 
Kevin Neal told Sperry 
and Crowe that maybe 
they went about it back¬ 
wards. “Maybe you should 
have come to us (police) 
and the community and 
talked to us and we could 
have had a discussion 
about it,” Neal said. “We 
deal with the issues every 
day.” 

“We went through the 
zoning boards, put a piece 
in the paper, thought 
we did it the right way,” 
Sperry answered. The 
“piece in the paper” was 
a zoning meeting notice 
in the classified section 
several weeks ago. It is 
put in a small print, as 


is mandated by statute 
unless the people placing 
the ad want it bigger. 

“I believe there is no 
nobler cause than to help 
people,” Sperry said just 
before exiting the meeting. 
“Those who are addicted 
are the weakest in the 
community and need 
help.” 

After the clinic per¬ 
sonnel left the meeting 
continued for about 30 
minutes. Though every¬ 
one agreed that help 
was needed for the drug 
problem, they were not in 
favor of the clinic being 
in Powell County. Several 
noted that the county had 
an ordinance, which need¬ 
ed to be explored, to keep 
it out. Others expressed 
concern about a growing 
influx of patients from 
other counties and a pos¬ 
sible increase in crime 
as people try to raise the 


money for the treatment. 

“I’m not for it. Not 
because it’s wicked or bad, 
but because it’s not good 
for this community,” Lewis 
told the crowd. 

Powell County Chief 
Deputy and a 30-year vet¬ 
eran of law enforcement, 
Robert “Rog” Mathews, 
also spoke up. “If subox¬ 
one is such a great drug 
hen why are the doctors 
who we have had here 
for years not using it,” 
Mathews asked. 

It was not clear if the 
clinic would open, even 
though their website, 
renewedyouclinic.com 
states they will open Feb. 
4 The board of adjust¬ 
ments in Stanton placed 
several restrictions on the 
property. A fence has to be 
placed around the prop¬ 
erty and it has to closed 
off after hours. Lights 
and surveillance cameras 


must be installed and it 
can be an outpatient clinic 
only. They would operate 
from 8:30 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. 
Monday through Friday. 
There is no mention on 
the website as to who is 
working in the clinic or 
the price for treatment. 

The Times was notified 
by a source on Monday 
that the city may hold 
up issuing a permit until 
the county decides if they 
will challenge the clinic in 
court. One source stated 
that the conditional use 
permit had been tempo¬ 
rarily revoked or held up 
until the city could deter¬ 
mine if the county was 
going to challenge the 
clinic under their ordi¬ 
nance. There has been no 
word at press time as to 
whether the county would 
seek an injunction.

Highway 213 and run¬ 
ning to Anderson Road. 

The cost for Project #1 
would be $189,169, Project 
#2 is $148,275 and the final 
project would be $228,299 
for a total of $556,743. The 
projects will be bid out and 
the winning companies 
will have until the end of 
the fiscal year to complete 
the projects. 

Lindon also noted that 
some state highways in 
the county had been in a 
decline for a few years. He 
also noted that the allotted 
money had also declined 
approximately $67,000 
from last year. 

The magistrates also got 
a chance to look at the 
newly drawn district maps 
for the county. The issue 
has been a hot topic since 
the magistrates have been 
trying to redraw the maps 
for two years. The maps 
had to be redone due to the 
latest Census. The magis¬ 
trates voted unanimously 
to accept the maps com¬ 
pleted by Bluegrass Area 
Development District. 

The magistrates then 
voted to accept a bid from 
Protek Security to handle 
the audio/visual and net¬ 
working for the new Powell 
County/CSEPPEmergency 
Operations Center. CSEPP/ 
Powell County Emergency 
Management Director 
Danny McCormick also 
advised the court that the 
new center was ahead of 


schedule. The new build¬ 
ing could be ready by the 
end of January. 

The court also approved 
purchasing a $10,000 soft¬ 
ware program to assist 
with the county road 
inventory project to help 
make sure the county 
roads are properly listed. 
Judge Executive James 
Anderson explained that 
h had sent a proposal to 
BGADD and they came up 
with this idea. “We would 
have to spend more with 
the technology we have to 
do it,” he said. It passed by 
a 6-0 vote. 

The magistrates even 
voted to accept Anderson’s 
recommendations to 
reappoint John Brewer 
and Debbie Tipton to 
the Industrial Board. It 
appeared that the court’s 
business was completed. 
So they voted to adjourn. 

But Powell County 
Clerk Rhonda Barnett 
and Powell County Sheriff 
Danny Rogers had been 
waiting to have heir bud¬ 
get’s approved. Near the 
end of the regular meeting 
both had stepped into the 
hallway and came back in 
just as the vote to adjourn 
was finalized. 

Both asked to have their 
budges approved as they 
were due the next day. 

At first Anderson 
advised, after consult¬ 
ing with Powell County 
Attorney Robert King, that 
he meeting was over and 
a special meeting would 
have to be called. “Can 
we call one for tomorrow,” 
Rogers asked. “No, we’d 
have to give a 24 hour 


notice,” Anderson replied. 

After some discussion 
among the court members, 
King advised that if a vote 
to rescind the adjournment 
passed hey could restart 
their meeting. “We’re here, 
the public’s here and I 
don’t want to have to come 
back in on this so let’s 
do it,” Magistrate Myers 
Arnett said. Magistrate 
Donna Gabbard made the 
motion and Snowden sec¬ 
onded with it passing 6-0. 

As Barnett presented 
her budget, Anderson 
advised that he did not 
“feel comfortable” with a 
budget being presented 
the night before it is due. 
“Nothing against you, but 
I’m not going to vote for 
it. I don’t bring my budget 
in one day before it’s due,” 
Anderson said. “There’s no 
time to look over it and 
have all the answers we 
may need.” 

Barnett apologized for 
the timing, but Anderson 
said that he was only one 
vote. The magistrates voted 
5-1 to approve the budget. 
They also approved the 
county clerk’s office salary 
schedule for the year. 

Rogers also provided 
his budget. Magistrate 
John Barker asked why 
the department had 13 
cruisers and only one full 
time deputy. There was 
also a question about a 
$30,000 budget item for a 
cruiser. Rogers responded 
that the department had 
School Resource Officers, 
bailiffs and court security 
that transported inmates, 
and part time deputies. He 
also said that he may have

Gilbert and the district's 
director of buildings and 
grounds, Monroe Jones, 
confirmed that there was 
a meeting set up for last 
Thursday. On Saturday, 
Jones advised the Times 
that the firm believes 
they are about “10 weeks 
out” to complete the addi¬ 
tion. 

“That means it will be 
completed probably after 
the school year, “Jones 
said. “With that it should 
be ready for use when we

The board also got to 
listen to the changes that 
have been made at the 
Powell County Middle 
School.

Laura Young advised 
the board about the food 
service program and how 
they are exceeding expec¬ 
tations. “We are at 94 
percent when it comes to 
following the whole grain 
plan, which is ahead of 
where they expect us to 
be,” Young told the board 
members. “We have to 
be at 100 percent next 
year.” That includes the 
Papa Johns Pizza day the 
schools enjoy now. “They 
(Papa Johns) have told us 
they can do it.” 

When asked if the dis¬ 
trict was not using 100 
percent whole gains next 
year what could happen, 
she responded, “We would 
lose federal money.” 

Young explained that 
the state has to approve 
the menus and all of 
the schools in the dis¬ 
trict menus have been 
approved.

has a full-time physical 
education (PE) teacher, 
while Stanton has one 
three days per week and 
Bowen has one two days 
per week. Each elemen¬ 
tary student, according to 
the information provided, 
receives 45 minutes of PE 
per week. Each student 
also receives 15-20 min¬ 
utes of exercise imple¬ 
mented by the teacher 
each week. 

The middle school has a 
full-time PE teacher and 
each student has to have 
the class for 12 weeks for 
a grade. They also receive 
10 minutes of recess/ 
break per day. The high 
school has three accred¬ 
ited PE instructors and 
the class is required for 
all freshman. There are 
three other levels of PE 
available as an elective. 

The board also approved 
a new plan for school 
sponsored youth leagues. 
Beginning next season 
there will be a $30 fee per 
family. That includes if a 
family has more than one 
child playing. The money 
will go toward uniforms 
and trophies. 

The board will meet on 
Jan. 30 to present a draft 
of the 2014-2015 budget. 
That meeting will be held

extends application deadline to Feb. 7 


The Robinson Scholars Program 
at the University of Kentucky has 
extended the application deadline 
for its high school enrichment pro¬ 
gram, called Robinson Leaders. 
Applications will be accepted 
through Feb. 7,2014, with all mate¬ 
rials due by 4:30 p.m. that day. 

To be eligible for the program, 
applicants must be in the fresh¬ 
man year of high school, reside in 
one of the 29 eastern Kentucky 
counties in the Robinson Scholars 
Program service area, and be a 
first generation student with an 
interest in obtaining a 4-year col¬ 
lege degree. First generation stu¬ 
dents are those whose parents or 
legal guardians do not hold 4-year 
college degrees. 

Those selected to be Robinson 
Leaders are eligible to partici¬ 
pate in enrichment activities and 
summer camps provided by the 
Robinson Scholars Program, and 
they will be eligible to apply for 


the Robinson Scholarship, which is 
a full scholarship to the University 
of Kentucky. 

The Robinson Leaders Program 
seeks current high school fresh¬ 
men who demonstrate academic 
talent, participate in community 
service, and are involved in extra¬ 
curricular activities either in their 
schools or communities.

Foothills offers help with affordable care act 


Kentucky River Foothills 
Development Council, Inc. 
(Foothills) is now offering 
assistance for local resi¬ 
dents in understanding 
their options for health 
care coverage through 
the Affordable Care Act 
(ACA), or health care law. 

The ACA, signed 
on March 23, 2010 by 
President Obama, con¬ 
tains new health insur¬ 
ance coverage and finan¬ 
cial assistance options 
for individuals and fami¬ 
lies. A key component of 
the ACA took effect on 
October 1, 2013 when 
Kentucky’s online health 
care exchange, kynect, 
officially opened, kynect 
provides residents with 
an insurance marketplace 
where consumers can sort 
and compare plans, and 
find out if they qualify for 
federal programs or tax 
credits. 

Community Action 
Kentucky (CAK) and 12 
other Community Action 
Affiliates have been 
selected by the Kentucky 
Health Benefit Exchange 
to serve as “kynectors” 
to assist consumers who 
enroll for healthcare ben¬ 
efits through kynect. 

The exchange hopes 
to reach about 640,000 
Kentuckians who current¬ 
ly have no form of health 
insurance. Provisions of 
the ACA will start to take 
effect within the next six 
months, and include an 
individual mandate for 
health insurance that 
requires people to obtain 
coverage or otherwise pay 
a penalty. People opting to 
go without coverage will 
be required to pay a pen¬ 
alty of $95 per adult per 
year and $47.50 per child 
or 1 percent of the fam¬ 
ily income, whichever is 
greater, with some exemp¬ 
tions for religious groups. 

Foothills has hired and 
trained three “kynectors,” 
pronounced “connectors,” 
to work in Clark, Estill, 
Jackson, Madison, Powell, 
and Rockcastle counties 
providing education ser¬ 
vices and enrollment assis-

expanded Medicaid and/ 
or Qualified Health Plans 
or the Small Business 
Health Options Program 
(SHOP). Qualifying small 
businesses with 2-50 
employees will be eligible 
to participate in SHOP. 

kynectors, also called 
navigators, are paid 
employees but their ser¬ 
vices will be offered free to 
anyone who wants them. 
This service is open to 
everyone, there are no 
income guidelines for help. 
Insurance plans purchased 
through the exchange 
or privately through an 
insurance agent or broker 
will cost the same wheth¬ 
er assistance is used or 
not. kynectors cannot 
recommend plans, but 
can help individuals and 
small businesses under¬ 
stand the offerings and 
determine what is best for 
them. 

For coverage beginning 
Jan. 1, 2014, enrollment 
must take place by Dec. 
15. Open enrollment on 
the exchange will extend 
through March 31, 2014. 

“Foothills’ goal over the 
next six months is to help 
as many of these fami¬ 
lies as possible under¬ 
stand their options and 
sign up for affordable 
coverage, or to enroll in 
Medicaid and/or Kentucky 
Children’s Health 
Insurance Program,” said 
Shelly Howard, Director 
of Community Services. 

Foothills kynectors will 
be available to attend pub¬ 
lic events, festivals and 
health fairs to get infor¬ 
mation out to the pub¬ 


lic and assist individuals, 
kynectors will also have 
night and weekend hours. 
Organizations, health 
care providers and civic 
groups are encouraged to 
reach out to Foothills to 
schedule a kynector for an 
event. 

kynect is administered 
by Kentucky Health 
and Human Services 
Department. Kentuckians 
can access the exchange 
at kyenroll.ky.gov or by 
calling a toll-free hotline 
at 1-855- 4kynect (459- 
6328). 

Funding for this service 
was provided by CAK in 
the amount of $123,042 
and will be available 
through June 2013.

I would never have 
another day like that day 
and we would make the 
most of it.

Did you make a New 
Year's resolution? Or are 
you like me and still try¬ 
ing to decide what your 
New Year's resolution will 
be. It is not uncommon 
to make a New Year's res¬ 
olution and then, within a 
few weeks, stop working 
on that goal. 

If you have not already 
decided on a New Year's 
resolution, here are some 
tips for making resolu¬ 
tions that may be more 
likely to stick: 

• Do not make too many 
resolutions at one time. 
Having just one or two is 
plenty. 

• Make sure to take 
small, manageable steps 
to reach your goal. 

• Tell important people 
about your goal and ask 
them to help you achieve 
it. 

• If you get a nega¬ 
tive though about reach¬ 
ing your goal, remember 
that it is ok of you are not 
able to follow your resolu¬ 


tion every day. It does 
not mean that you should 
stop trying altogether. 

• Stay positive! 
Remember that you can 
do it. Imagine what it 
will be like when you have 
achieved your goal. How 
will that feel? 

• You should not get 
discouraged if you are 
not able to maintain your 
resolution.

This is the moment. 

On a beautiful fall 
morning, for some 
unknown reason, those 
words popped into my 


mind and remained there 
for a long time. Then, 
after a little while, I began 
to reflect, somewhat seri¬ 
ously, on those words and 
their significance. 

After some reflection, 
the source of those words 
became clear to me. They 
go back to 1931 when 
Frank Wildhorn and 
Leslie Bricusse wrote a 
song by that name for a 
movie called Dr. Jekel and 
Mr. Hyde. In that movie, 


Dr. Jekel was in his labo¬ 
ratory ready to perform 
a test. In excitement, he 
sang, “This is the moment, 
the sweetest moment of 
them all.” 

Those words were writ¬ 
ten to express the feeling 
of an unusual character 
that was overjoyed about 
an unusual opportunity 
that was before him, but 
they express much more. 
They can express a feel¬ 
ing that can be a reality 


for anyone: The present 
moment is important. It 
can be an all-determing- 
ing factor in human life. 

This is the moment - 
that blessed bit of time 
- that has been given to 
each of us. it is ours to 
use, and we determine 
what will be done with 
it. It may be wasted, or it 
may be used in a mean¬ 
ingful way to do some¬ 
thing worthwhile. Each 
individual makes a choice 


that determines how the 
moment will be used. 
What one does with the 
moment makes a tremen¬ 
dous difference in life. 

The present moment 
is irreplaceable, and it 
is unchangeable. When 
its gone, its gone, and 
life moves onward to 
something else. Edward 
Fitzgerald, the 19th cen¬ 
tury English poet, put it 
well when he wrote, “The 
moving finger writes, and, 


having writ, moves on; 
nor all thy piety nor wit 
shall lure it back to cancel 
half a line, nor all thy tears 
wash out a word of it.” 

A precious bit of time 
has been given. It is 
yours - and mine - to use. 
What one does with the 
moment makes a differ¬ 
ence. The proper use of it 
is the best preparation for 
future moments.

Winter is a very busy time of year

While I am putting 
this article together on 
Tuesday morning, the 
snow is pouring down 
upon Powell County. I 
have had a few farm¬ 
ers already tell me that 
they had a calf born this 
month. Temperatures 
this past Monday in the 
50’s at least, gives us a 
break from the weather 
and hope for the spring. 

Even though spring 
is officially March 21, 
several weeks away, the 
cows must not know that. 
Spring calving time is 
or soon will be upon us 
and the last 60 days of 
pregnancy are crucial to 
preventing weak calves. 
Farmers must be cer¬ 
tain their cows are get¬ 
ting both enough protein 
and energy feeds during 
this time. Unfortunately, 
most of the hay that was 
cut in the summer of 2013 
will not meet many of the 
requirements your cows 
have at this stage in their 
pregnancy. Simply put, 
most of your cows will 
need more than what you 
have available to them. 

Research has proven 
that when protein intake 
is two pounds or more per 
head per day, cows had no 
problem with weak calf 
syndrome, but in herds 
in which intake was only 
1.8 pounds of protein over 
3% of all calves were born 
weak and did not sur¬ 
vive. 

The question farm¬ 
ers must answer now is: 
“What can I do to make 
sure that all my calves 
are born healthy?” 

While no farm always 
has a 100% calf sur¬ 
vival rate, there are a 
few things you can do to 
improve your luck, basi¬ 
cally making sure that 
mamma has better qual¬ 
ity forage here in her last 
trimester of her pregnan¬ 
cy. If a farmer adheres 
to the old adage of “it’s 
better than a snowball”, 
when you’re talking about 
hay this time of year, he is 
asking for trouble when it 
comes to calving time! 

If you are feeding grass 
hay, especially over¬ 
mature first cutting hay 
cut in August, make sure 
that all pregnant cows 
are receiving some sort of 
protein and energy sup¬ 
plement. In most cases 
4-5 pounds of corn and 


V 2 pound of soybean meal 
per head per day will meet 
those needs. Another good 
choice, depending on cost, 
can be 2-3 pounds of corn 
gluten meal per head per 
day. Check with your 
feed dealer to determine 
what is available that 
can meet the protein and 
energy needs at maybe a 
discounted price. 

If your hay is better 
than average, the protein 
may be sufficient for most 
cows, but energy is still 
needed, especially during 
cold wintry weather. In 
this case, only 1-2 pounds 
of ground corn may be 
used. 

For convenience sake, 
many farmers use the 
protein tubs or feeders 
to make sure animals get 
the protein they need. 
You pay extra for that 
convenience, but these do 
work well for many farm¬ 
ers. It is important that 
ALL cows however, not 
just the bossy ones, get 
to take advantage of the 
tubs. 

Winter feeds can result 
in over half of the cost 
involved in producing 
those calves this fall. 
Make sure that all your 
animal’s nutritional needs 
are met this month. 

When feed and nutri¬ 
tional needs are met, 
there are still things 
you need to be reminded 
of with your cattle this 
month. They include: 

1. Soon beef cattle pro¬ 
ducers should be feeding 
a mineral supplement 
with adequate magne¬ 
sium to prevent grass 
tetany (15% Mg). The Hi- 
mag UK Beef IRM miner¬ 
al can be used now. Mag 
blocks may take animals 
a few days to get used 
to and farmers will need 
to make sure that all 
momma cows have access 
to and will eat sufficient 
amounts of the mag block 
to help them. 

2. Provide shelter or 
increase feed as tem¬ 
perature drops. When 
temperature falls below 
15 degrees, cattle need 
access to windbreaks. 
For each 10 degree drop 
below 15 degrees, add 
three pounds of hay, two 
pounds of corn, or six 
pounds of silage to their 
rations. 

3. Provide water at all 
times (in liquid form). 
Watch for frozen pond 
hazards. On those days 
when you have to break 
the ice on ponds is a real¬ 
ly good time to consider 
installing watering tanks 
next spring. 

4. Control lice. Lice are 
already out there on your 


animals if they have not 
been treated previously. 
Watch for signs such as 
rubbing on anything. 
Cattle will spend most of 
their time rubbing their 
heads and neck on every 
tree, fence post and gate 
they can get to. Treat 
with pour-on insecticides 
labeled for lice control. 
Treat all animals in the 
herd. 

5. Start looking for 
herd sire replacements, if 
needed. Breeding season 
will begin in late May 
and bulls should be on 
your farm several weeks 
before breeding season 
begins. 

6. Pasture renova¬ 
tion can begin in late 
February. You can over¬ 
seed on frosted or snow 
covered fields, especially 
with red and white clo¬ 
ver. 

Apple Tree Rootstock 
Orders 

The Powell County 
Extension Service will 
coordinate with Estill, 
Breathitt, Wolfe and 
other counties in our area 
this winter and will be 
ordering apple and pear 
rootstocks again this 
year. If you want to prop¬ 
agate that favorite apple 
or pear tree, grafting is 
one of the easiest ways to 
preserve that cultivar. To 
graft, you will need scion 
wood (terminal branch 
segments from last year’s 
growth) and rootstock. If 
you do not know how to 
graft, we will have a graft¬ 
ing workshop scheduled 
in early March where we 
will demonstrate grafting 
techniques. 

We typically order 
Malling7 (55% of stan¬ 
dard size) and/or MM.Ill 
(80% of standard) semi¬ 
dwarf apple rootstock 
and a pear rootstock. 
Please place your order 
by February 10 at the 
Extension Office. The 
rootstocks usually arrive 
by the first week of March. 
Each rootstock will cost 
$1 each. Payment should 
be made upon ordering. 
Make checks payable to 
the Powell County Ag 
Council.
